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LATE  EOSEIGN  DEVELOPMENTS 


CANADA 

Harvesting  of  oats  and  "barley  was  under  way  in  the  Prairie 
Provinces  and  some  wheat  was  "being  cat  in  Manitoba  during  the  second 
week  of  August.    Harvesting  will  not  "be  general,  however    until  in  late 
August  and  early  September,    Heavy  rains  at  the  "beginning  of  August 
should  improve  the  development  of  late  crops,  "but  the  drought  section 
in  southeastern  Alberta  received  very  little  rainfall,  and  prematurely 
ripened  crops  in  that  area  are  expected  to  give  light  yields. 

Crop  conditions  sin  Manitoba  continue  promising.     Some  areas  in 
Saskatchewan  improved,  under  more  favorable  weather  conditions,  but  other 
sections,  especially  the  extreme  southeastern  districts,  report  further 
deterioration.     The  outlook  for  that  Province,  as  a  whole  :  showed  very 
little  change  during  the  week.    Some  early  fields  of  oats  and  barley  have 
been  cut  in  British  Columbia,  but  harvesting  was  not  expected  to  be  gen- 
eral until  after  the  middle  of  the  month.     The  grain  situation  in  Quebec 
is  sb till  considered  serious.    In  the  worst  area,  around  Montreal,  a  crop 
of  only  about  50  percent  is  expected. 

ARGENTI NA 

The  latest  estimate  of  the  1942-43  corn  crop  in  Argentina  is  placed 
at  76,4S9,000  bushels,  which  is  a  very  slight  revision  from  the  previous 
estimate  of  76,374,000  bushels.    The  current  outturn  is  the  smallest  re- 
ported since  1916  and  contrasts  with  the  1941-42  production  of  355,649,000 
bushels.    In  order  to  conserve  present  small  stocks,  the  Ministry  of  Ag- 
riculture has  prohibited  the  export  of  corn,  cornmeal,  or  corn  oil,  but 
may  grant  permits  for  unfilled  oontracts.     Growers  are  being  urged  to  in- 
crease the  acreage  planted  for  the  next  crop. 

UNITED  KINGDOM 

The  harvest  is  progressing  and  trade  sources  indicate  that  the 
quality  of  the  new  wheat  now  being  delivered  to  mills  is  excellent.

Rye,  as.  well  as.  wheat,  is  expected  to  have  -an-  outturn  almost  40 
percent  below  :that  of  .1842.     The  production  is  forecast  at  2,9  million 
bushels,  compared  with  5.1  million  produced  on  334,000  acres  in  IS 42,  when 
the  rye  harvest  .was  a  near  record..    The.  rye  area  for  harvest  in  1S43,- 
however,  is  placed  at  .358,000  acre.s,  indicating  very  low  per-acre  -yields. 

.  Compared  with  Last  year/  there  was  an  acreage  increase  for  all  feed 
grains.     The  decline  in  the  wheat  and  rye  acreage  -was,  more;  than  balanced  by 
increased  .seeding  of  corn,  oats,  and  barley.    {She  shift  to.  feed  grains  was 
attributed  to  .a  number  of  factors.    Loiver  production  cost,;  uncontrolled 
prices,  and  increased  hog  production  were  the  phief  reasons  mentioned. 


Revised  forecasts  of  the  oats  and  "barley  crops  make  allowance  for 
further  deterioration  caused  by  the  continued  drought.    The  oats  crop  is 
placed  at  a  minimum  of  5.7  million  "bushels,  compared  with  6.8  million 
"bushels  in  1942.    The  barley  outturn  is  not  expected  to  exceed  2.0  million 
bushels,  which  is  only  80  percent  of  the  preceding  crop. 

The  corn  outlook  is  reported  to  be  comparatively  favorahle,  with  a 
crop  of  13.4  million  "bushels  in  prospect.     Since  the  corn  crop  is  usually 
harvested  in  September,  the  current  forecast  is  subject  to  change,  as 
weather  affects  the  yield.    At  the  latest  report,  the  crop  was  indicated 
to  have  "been  damaged  less  "by  the  drought  than  have  other  grain  crops*

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CANADIAN  WINTER  GRAIN  PRODUCTION  DEDUCED; 
SPRING  GRAIN  CONDITION  LOPBSD 


Winter  wheat  production  in  Canada  is  estimated  at*- 13, 823,000 
bushels,  according  to  the  Dominion  Bureau  of  Statistics  at  Ottawa.  Com- 
pared with  the  1S42  crop  of  23, 391 ,000. bushels ,  this  shows  a  reduction 
of  about  40  percent.     The  crop,  which  is  reported  only  in  Ontario,  was 
harvested  from  601,000  acres,  or  about  20  percent  smaller  than  the  acre- 
age harvested  last  year.     The  yield  per  acre,  as  estimated  at  23.0  bushels 
pex  acre ,  is  7.9  bushels  lower,  than  the  record.  1942  yield. 

r-i  .     Winter  rye  shows  an  even  greater  decline  than  wheat,  production 
being  estimated  at  5,379,000  bushels,  which  is  1b  ss  than  30  percent  of 
the  1942  outturn  of  18,201,000  bushels.     Though  much  below  the  level  of 
the  past  4  seasons,  the  1943  estimate  is  about  on  a  par  with  the  average 
•during  the  5  years ,  1934-1935.    Acreage;  reduction  was  the  important  fac- 
.tor  in.  the  decline,  since  the  area  harvested  is  reported  at  only  351 » 000  . 
acres,  compared  with  1,'013,6QQ  acres,  in -1942.     The  yield  is  also  lower  a,t

Prospects  for  spring-sown  grains  continued  to  deteriorate  during 
July  as  the  drought  remained  unbroken  in. the  seriously  affected  areas  of 
Alberta  and  Saskatchewan .    In  addition  to  drought ,  •  damage  was  reported  - . 
from  hail,  rust ,  and  grasshoppers.    Prospects'  for  feed  grains  have  declined 
more  than  wheat.'    The  •condition  figures:  for  Canada  are-  expressed  as  a  per- 
centage of  the  long-time'  average  yield  per"  acre.,'  which  for  Man itoba  is  16, 
bushels,  for  Saskatchewan  15  bushels.,  and  for  Alberta  18  bushels  per  acre.

The  present  outlook,  though  less  .favorable  .than  in  1942,  is  much 
better  in  the  Prairie  Provinces,  than  on  the  same  date  of  1941.  Conditions 
there  show  a  wide  variation,  with  Saskatchewan  about  at  the  country's 
average,  Manitoba  considerably  above  average,  and. Alberta,  having  the  least 
promising  prospects  of  the  western  Provinces,  below  the  average  for  the 
country.    Prospects  are  considerably  below  average  in  all  Provinces  of  the 
east.    The  least  favorable  outlook  is  indicated  for  Ontario  and  Quebec,  in 
Thich  Provinces  the  bulk  of  the  eastern  oats  crop  is  grown.

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COTTON  AND  OTHER  FIBERS  .  .  . 

FLAX  INCREASE  PLANTED  IN  BALTIC  STATES  • 

Germany  is  planning  an  increase  of  about  30  percent  over  1942  flax 
acreage  in  the  Baltic  states,  designated  in  Germany  as  the  Ostland.    The  plan 
was  discussed  in  an  article  published  in  the  March  1943  issue  of  Die  Ostwirt- 
schaft,  a  Berlin  monthly  publication.    Acreages  planned  for  1943  cultivation 
are  100,000  to  110,000  hectares,  or  between  247,000  and  272,000  acres,  in 
Latvia  where  the  best  quality  of  flax  fiber  is  grown,  222,000  to  247,000 
acres' in  Lithuania,  and  86,000  to  99,000  in  Estonia. 

Flax  has  long  been  an  Important  crop  in  this  part  of  Europe,  including 
not  only  these  three  countries  but  also  Germany,  the  Netherlands,  Belgium, 
France,  and  western  areas  of  the  Soviet  Union.     Fibers  are  now  very  important 
to  the  German  economy;  and  considerable  effort  is  being  made  to  increase 
production  in  all  suitable  areas.     Such  increase  is  planned  through  "both 
expansion  of  cultivation  and  improvement  in  yield. 

Average  yield  of  flax  to  the  acre  in  Lithuania,  Latvia,  and  Estonia 
during  the  years  immediately  preceding  the  outbreak  of  war  was  slightly  above 
that  of  the  Soviet  Union,  but  only  about  half  the  average  for  Germany  and 
France,  and  hardly  more  than  a  third  that  of  Belgium  and  the  Netherlands. 
Authorities  are  urging  farmers  to  use  German  methods  in  their  cultivation 
of  flax,  hoping  that  the  change  will  increase  yield. 

Several  inducements  are  made  to  flax  growers  to  work  for  larger  crops 
and  better  quality.    Prices  of  better  grades  of  flax  fiber  have  been  fixed 
by  the  Government  at  an  increase  of  about  a  third  over  those  of  last  season. 
Certificates  of  point  values  are  also  given  to  peasants  upon  delivery  of 
their  flax.    These  certificates  are  good  for  the  purchase  of  designated 
amounts  of  textile  materials. 

This  year  a  minimum  of  200  kilograms,  or  nearly  441  pounds  of  cleaned 
flax,  is  required  for  delivery  from  each  farm.     The  present  requirement 
is  double  that  of  last  year,  but  compensation  is  made  by  an  increase  in  the 
points  allowed  for  each  unit  ' of  sale  value  in  excess  of  the  minimum,  and  by  the 
granting  of  other  point-value  certificates  entitling  the  owner  to  purchase 
certain  small  ironware  needed  on  the  farms. 

Linseed  also  is  desired  in  increased- quantities .    Prices  have  been 
raised  this  year  by  about  50  percent,  and  special  premiums  given  to  producers 
entitling  them  to  purchase  certain  scarce  commodities  in  amount  proportionate 
to  the  weight  of  linseed  delivered. 

Flax  production  in  Lithuania  has  been  more  extensive  than  in  Latvia 
and  considerably  more  than  in  Estonia,  but  the  German  plan  sets  the  acreage 
goal  for  1943  a  little  below  that  of  Latvia.    Lithuanian  flax  is  grown  as 
much  for  seed  as  for  fiber,  and  in  the  southern  part  of  the  country  some 
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farmers  plan  only  for  the  linseed  crop  from  their  flax  fields.  The 
principal  flax  areas  axe  in  the  north  and  northwestern  Provinces.  Finer 
yield  is  somewhat  higher  to  the  acre  than  that  of  Latvia,  "but  still  far 
"below  that  of  most  of  the  other  flax-p reducing  countries  of  Europe.' 

Production  has  "been  controlled,  since  the  country  became  independent 
from  the  Soviet  Union,  "by  a  cooperative  organization.    G-ermany  has  allowed 
this  group  to  continue  its  activities  but  in  cooperation  with  German  civil 
authorities.     In  an  effort  to  increase  production,  a  new  institute  has  been 
established  for  experimentation,  and  a  number  of  new  factories  have  "been 
constructed  for  the. processing  of  flax  fiber.    Exports  during  the  last  5 
pre-war  years,  1935-1939,  averaged  nearly  39,000,000  pounds  a  year. 

Lithuanian  flax  production  was.  low  in  1932,  and  the  expansion  in  the 
following  years  has  failed,  except  in  1935,  to  produce,  crops  of  either  fiber 
or  seed  as  large  as  those  during  the  3  years  1927  to  1929;.  .  The  acreage 
goal  for  1943  is  not.  much  larger  than  the  average  annual  acreage  during 
1935-1939.    Annual  acreage'  planted  to  "both  fiber  and  seed  flax  and  the  pro- 
duction of  fiber  from  1927  to  1939  are  reported  in  the  following  table, 
together  with  exports  of  fiber  from  1935  to  1939.

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Planned  flax  cultivation  for  Estonia  in  1943  is"* greater  than 
that  usually  devoted  to  the  crop  in  pre-war  years.    Acreage  decreased 
from  87,700  in  1927  to  36,100  acres  in  1932,  when  all  the  principal 
flax-producing  countries  except  the  Soviet  Union  had  except ionally  low-  — 
acreages.    The  greatest  area  reached  after  that  was  76,800  acres  in  1937. 
Probably  interest  in  flax  growing  has  suffered  in  Estonia  "because  of 
competition  on  the  English  market  with  flax  fiber  of  .superior  quality 
from  Latvia. 

A  flax  monopoly,'  which  functioned  in  Estonia  under  Soviet -control, 
was  abolished  early  in  1943,    Since  then,  permission  to  buy  .flax  has 
been  granted  to  !a  number  of  private  firms,  but  such  purchases  must  be 
made  at  fixed  prices  for  both  fiber  and  tow.    Under  these  terms,  facto- 
ries nay  obtain  their  raw  materials  directly  from  producers,, 

Exports  of  fiber  from  Estohia  are >. fairly  large  compared  with, 
production.    During  the  10  years  ended  with  1938,  exports  ranged  from  . 
5.7  million  to  17.4  million  pounds,  while  the  production  range  was  from 
8.4  million  to  24.3  million  pounds,    The  following  table  gives  area,, 
production,  and  exports  of  Estonian  flax  from  1927 'to  1939,

DOMINICAN  REPUBLIC  EXPECTS  LARGER  TOBACCO  CROP 

Early  season  condition  of  the  1943  tooacco  crop  in  the  Dominican 
Republic  indicated  a  production  of  about  26.5  million  pounds,  "but  ad- 
verse weather  conditions  during  the  harvesting  season  are  expected  to 
result  in  a  somewhat  lower  crop.  Because  of  low  prices  and  curtailed 
exports,  the  1942  production  totaled  only.  6.6  million  pounds,  whereas 
production  during  the  5  years  1936-1940.  averaged  19.1  million  pounds, 
according  to  information  received  in  the  Office  of  Foreign  Agricultural 
Relations. 

Since  the  war  Spain  and  its  possessions  have  been  and  probably 
will  continue  to  be,  the  principal  market  for  Dominican  Republic 
tobacco.     It  is  reported  that  the  exportable  surplus  from  the  1943 
crop  will  amount  to  about  19.8  million  pounds,  as  compared  with  es- 
timated 1942  exports  of  7.9-  million  pounds.     In  1941  exports  from  the 
Republic  totaled  8.3  million  pounds  and  for  the  5  years  19-35-1939 
averaged  13.7  million  pounds. 

In  order  to  facilitate  export  of  tobacco  at  fair  prices,  the 
Dominican  Government  on  July  20,  1943,  promulgated  a  law  empowering  the 
Tobacco  Controller  to  dispose  of  accumulated  stocks  of  leaf  at 
established  price  levels.

ARGENTINA  DISSOLVES  WINE- REGULATING  BOARD  1/ 

The  dissolution  of  the  Argentine  Wine -Regulating; Board .  .(Junta  M 
Reguledora  de  Vinos)  was  decreed  "by  the  Argentine  Government  on  June" "307  ' 
according  to  a  despatch  from  the---Afeeri;can'EmDassy  in  Buenos  Aires.    In  its 
place  was  decreed  the  immediate  establishment  of  a  Bureau  of  Viniculture 
(DireCc'i6n'AGeft®ral  -de  Vlti  villi"  cultura)  under  the.  Jllnistry  of  Agriculture 
which  was  provided  for  legally  in  1938.  "but  .was  never  actually  set  up. 

The'- Board  was  created ;by  §Jlaw//of  Congress' "oh"  December,~20,  19S4->  and 
we'a-.-'origi'nally,  .authorized  |to  a'dopt  suitable  "means  to  prevent  thee  .-national 
production.' of  .wine  from/continuing  to  exceed  the"  horm'al"  requirements  of  the 
population  and -its  increase."    This  objective  ;was.  to  "be  sought  through  pro- 
duction control  ;of  the  wine' grape,  new  marketing  regulations,  arid 'diversion 
programs-  not  through  the  expans.ionidf  domestic ,  consumption  or  the.  foreign 
market..
